THE USE OF GUNPOWDER IN MINES. 
Si1r,~--The interpretation of the 51st Section of the Mines’ Regula- 
tion Act by the law officers of the Crown, and which was recently 
| given in detail in the Journal, has been followed by letters directed 
| to the colliery owners in all parts of the kingdom calling their atten- 
|tion to it. The letters are sent by the various Government Inspec- 
tors, and in them it is stated that the Attorney-General and Solicitor- 
| General have given it as their opinion that the terms “ persons ordi- 
narily employed in the mine” would include the night shift, con- 
| sisting of labourers engaged in making ready the mine for the opera- 
tions of the men engaged for the day shift. Why nearly eight years 
| should have been allowed to elapse before an opinion was given that 
must entirely alter the working of coal mines is certainly inexplicable, 
| and we can scarcely believe that it will be enforced. If it is it must 
| be most detrimental to the interests of both masters and workmen, 
land must tend to greatly diminish the production of collieries, and 
| so increase the price of coal without any benefit to owners or getters, 
| but just the reverse, Since the Act came into operation blasting 
| with powder has been carried on during the day by the miners with- 
/out the intervention of other parties, but, according to the ruling of 
| the legal officers of the Crown, in mines where gas has been found 
| for three months after, a person specially appointed for the purpose 
| must fire the shots and when the persons ordinarily employed in the 
| mine are out of the mine, or that part where the powder is used. If 
| every time a shot is fired the persons working in the mine are to go 
to the bottom of the shaft or are sent to the top the cage, instead of 
taking the coal to the surface, would be at least occupied one-half 
of the working hours in taking men from the bottom to the top; or, 
were the men taken out of that part of the mine where the blasting 
was about to take place there would be a constant shifting back- 
wards and forwards that would admit of very little work being done. 
Take the case where, in a large colliery, 50 or 60 shots a day were 
| fired, the removal of the men so many times would be a most serious 
| detriment to the ordinary work of the mine, but it would certainly 
lbe the most effectual means of doing away altogether with gun- 
powder. But the Mines Regulation Act allows blasting with powder, 
and such has been carried on by the ordinary miners when they have 
cut the coal sufficiently to bring it down with a shot; but now they 
are told they cannot be allowed to do so any longer, and that 
“ firing ” must in future be done by a person specially appointed for 
the purpose, and that every miner must leave his working place until 
the blasting has been effected. It is evident that if the clause was 
framed for the purpose laid down by the Attorney and Solicitor 
Generals, that those who drafted it knew very little indeed about the 
working of coal mines, for it is simply preposterous to suppose that 
work could be carried on subject to the interpretation put upon sec- 
tion 51 of the Act by the highest legal authorities. An exception, 
however, is made with regard to stone drifts, stonework, and the 
sinking of shafts, in which the ventilation is so managed that the re- 
turn air from the place where the powderis used passes into the main re- 
turn air-course without passing any place in actual course of working. 
But that proviso is not of much consequence, seeing that in such work 
comparatively few shots are employed, and the men have to leave the 
places where they have been working until the effect of the shock 
has passed over. But it is very different in a mine where 400 or 500 
men are engaged in cutting and removing the coal, and the mine is 
sending to the surface 1000 tons a day or even more. In such a case 
the daily production in all probability would be reduced nearly one- 
half, so that to get the same quantity of coal double shifts would be 
necessary, and the cost of getting the coal would be nearly doubled. 
That this was the intention of the Legislature we cannot believe for 
a moment, but are inclined to think that the clause loosely drawn 
did not seem to be of the importance it now turns out to be, other- 
wise the representatives of the colliery owners and of the miners as 

well would not have allowed it to pass in the shape it did. 
Already the mineowners have met to consider the matter, and it

| how it can be well avoided. According to the 60th section every 
| person who is guilty of an offence against the Act is liable to a 
penalty, not exceeding, if he is an owner, agent, or manager, 207. ; 
| and if the Inspector has given notice in writing of any such offence 
toa further penalty, not exceeding 17. for every day after such 
notice that such offence continues to be committed. 

In case of conviction by a Court of Summary Jurisdiction, by which 
conviction the sum adjudged to be paid amounts to or exceeds half 
the maximum penalty, the person soaggrieved may appeal to a Court 
of General or Quaiter Session. It is, however, to be hoped that there 
will be no attempt made to take advantage of the new rend ring of 
the law, for as we have before stated it is as injurious to the work- 
men as it is to the masters. Still, it places colliery owners in a very 
awkward position, for if the law is enforced in accordance with the 
reading of the two great legal authorities forming a part of the 
Government, the ordinary working operations of collieries will be 
set aside and a state of things take place an idea of which can 
scarcely be formed, even by those well acquainted with the routine 
of acoal mine. It is, however, to be hoped that some means will be 
found or devised for getting out of so serious a dilemma until the 
Section of the Act is altered, as there is no doubt it will be. We 
shall, therefore, look forward with a good deal of interest to the 
forthcoming meeting of the Colliery Owners Association, which has 
been convened for the purpose of considering the whole matter as 
brought under public notice by the Home Secretary, and to which 
special attention has been drawn by the Government Inspectors of 
Mines.

AUTOMATIC BoRING MACHINE.—The invention of Mr. Isrpor 
LIEFMANN, of Oberstein, consists in constructing a series of boring 
machines so arranged as to be worked by one line of shafting. la 
this mauner 12 or 15 borers can be served by one workman, These 
boring machines are best suited for boring agates and the like, as 
until now such articles were bored one after the other by one per- 
son, this person having to exercise the necessary pressure. he belt 
wheel attached to the shafting sets the spindle in motion by means 
of a strap, the borer being attached to the said spindle. The 
article to be bored is fixed in a parallel vice carried in barings in 
which it can move up and down; this necessary movement is 
»btained by means of a cranked lever carrying a friction wheel 
working against an excentric on the shaft, by which means it is 
lifted and let fall. This lifting and lowering motion of the borer 
allows the necessary oil to be introduced, and prevents the borer 
sticking fast. A screw, which is connected with the hereinbefore 
described level, serves to screw the article up agaiust the borer, and 
at the same time serves to regulate the contact of the friction wheel 
with the excentric. As long as the friction wheel is not in contact 
with the excentric, a weight on tle lever lifts the paral'el vice in its 
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bearings, and thus brings the article it contains up against the 
borer.

Firmness appears to be becoming more marked and decided in the 
French iron trade. Ata recent meeting of forgemasters of the Nord 
it was semi-oflicially announced that the works had employment 
assured forthe whole of the winter, and even for part of next season. 
Merchants’ iron has made 8/. per ton at Paris. There can be little 
doubt that the present activity in the French iron trade is largely 
attributable to the great sums expended by companies, and also by 
the French Government upon public works during the last three 
years. In 1878 this expenditure amounted to 7,740,0002., in 1879 
it had been carried to 11,704,0092., and in 1880 it had further tisen 
to 15,296,000/. In 188i the expenditure of the State alone upon 
public works will rise to 16,000,0002., and in 1882 we shall probably 
witness the outlay of 20,000,0007. mapped out by M. de Freycinet. 
An advance has taken place in pig in Germany, and when raw 
material thus rises iron will probably move up also. The good tone 
of pig is remarked especially in Silesia, as well as in the Rhenish pro- 
vinces. The administration of the Hanoverian State Railways is 
about to let contracts for steel rails, fish plates, &c. The total quan- 
tity of steel rails to be thus contracted for is about 8800 tons. 

There is good news with respect to the Belgian iron trade ; every- 
where there is plenty of work—indeed in some cases there is even 
too much work. No firms appear to think of making any concessions 
as regards prices, and the general feeling is one of satisfaction. Most 
of the great mechanical works of Belgium cannot now accept any 
further orders except on condition that they are allowed plenty of 
time for their execution. One of the mechanical construction com- 
panies has orders on hand to the amount of 200,000/.; another bas 
similar orders to the extent of 160,000/.; and finally a third has work 
assured for more than a year in advance. In presence of so favour- 
able a situation it is, perhaps, a matter of some astonishment that 
prices do not aivance; the explanation probably is the advanced 
period of theseason, If Belgian industrials had to deal with April 
instead of October— if, in short, they had the whole summer season 
before them—there would probably be a marked advance in almost all 
kinds of steel and iron, and the imports of iron minerals into Bel- 
gium in the first eight months of this year amounted to 771,900 tons, 
as compared with 568,198 tons in the corresponding period of 1880. 
The exports of rails from Belgium in the first eight months of this 
year amounted to 20,576 tons, as compared with 20,177 tons in the 
corresponding period of 1880. 

The intelligence available with respect to the Belgian coal trade 
continues favourable, almost all descriptions of combustibles being 
in good demand. The season for domestic qualities of coal appears 
to have now fully setin. As the general industry of Belgium is also 
well sustained, stocks are disappearing at the’collieries, and miners 
are being sought after to enable the production to keep pace with 
the demand. The beetroot sugar manufacturing season has com- 
menced, and the sugar works are endeavouring to complete their 
supplies, so as to avoid all possible future inconvenience. Quotations 
have not experienced any material change upon the Belgian coal 
markets. The imports of coal in Belgium in the first eight months 
of this year have been officially returned at 612,873 tons, as com- 
pared with 561,425 tons in the corresponding period of 1880. The 
exports of coal from Belgium in the first cight months of this year 
amounted to 26,224,490 tons, as compared with 2,806,680 tons in the 
corresponding period of 1880. In these latter totals the exports of 
Belgion coal to France figured for 2,461,664 tons and 2,656,623 tons 
respectively, The Paris and Orleans and the Northern of France 
Railway Companies have proposed some modifications in their coal 
tariff. Business in coal has increased in Germany, and the result 
has been that complaints as to a scarcity of rolling stock are begin- 
ning to be heard. Industrial coal has continued in good demand in 
Germany. 





MARKET ECHOES AND MINING MATTERS. 


A further rise of little more than 27. per ton will bring the price 
of foreign tin to the figure so long but confidently anticipated by 
those who have made it their business to study all the phases and 
conditions of the tin market during the present year. We have 
mere than once stated in these columns that tin was likely to reach 
1002. by Christmas: it seems not at all unlikely now that this figure 
will be reached before the present monthisout. Tin at 1002. will 
give about 60/. per ton for the ore, and with such a price Cornish mine 
adventurers have every reason to be satisfied. It is a good remuner- 
ative price, and, thanks to the legitimate cause of the late steady 
advance in the metal, is likely long to be maintained. We may 
indeed go further, and say that not only is the price of tin likely to 
be maintained, but there is a strong probability of a yet higher price 
being reached before long, for the statistical position of the market 
continues to be all that could be desired.

while speculators have been encouraged to make fresh purchases on 
account of the good deliveries for the first half ef this month. The Chili char. 
ters for the first fortnight of October hate been announced as 2000 tons, This 
advice, although showing the quantity rather above the usual average, has pro. 
duced no adverse effect upon our markets, for operators remember that the total 
charters for the whele of the year are very much below the usual average, 55 
that it is not more than could be expected that present advices should be rather 
in excess of the ordinary quantities. The tone is good, and while deliveries 
keep satisfactory it seems likely to continue so, while no material reaction is at 
all probable, since the present improved prices have been caused by a steady 
gradual rise, based almost entirely upon the actual business doing for legitimate 
account and not from speculation. Speculation may, to some extent, have 
helped forward the advanced rates, but as it has been well kept under the regu. 
lar business, and nothing approaching an inflation has been permitted it will 
doubtless prove a permanent benefit rather than a drawback to the trade, and 
under these circumstances prices will doubtless be the more easily maintained 
especially as of late statistics have shown a less stock of almost all kinds of copper. 
According to the bi-monthly returns the imports of Chili copper during the first 
fornight of the month have been 1737 tons, and the deliveries 2260 tons, thereby 
reducing the stock in Liverpool and Swansea to 28,425 tons. ; 

TRoN,—A somewhat weaker tendency has existed since our last issue, 
Holders have displayed more disposition to realise. The activity in 
the speculative demand has for a while at all events been arrested, 
and this too not without reason, for the enormous public stock 
which has for so long past been allowed te accumulate in Scotland 
naturally deters operators from entering {nto fresh engagements, and in addi. 
tion to this the shipments last week were not nearly so good as they have been 
of late, nor do they compare well with the corresponding period of last year. 
This, however, is attributed not toany deficiency in the demand nor to any 
falling off in the actual requirements for shipments, but is accounted for by thie 
boisterous and stormy weather which prevailed last week preventing the effect- 
ing of shipments. The statistical position of this metal is far from satisfactory, 
for the returns show that the public stock in Scotland is now about 125,000 tons 
over and above what it was the same time last year, while the total shipments 
for the whole of this year are about 100,000 less than what they were last. How- 
ever, although these returns were very unfavourable yet it is upon this, ina 
great measure, that operators look for higher rates shortly ruling. It is argued 
on this account there is good reason to expect an increased demand later on 
and in anticipation of such the market is prevented from falling away. The 
slight reaction which has been made this week in pigsin itself need give no 
cause for anxiety, because it may be only the ordinary result after a sharp and 
progressive rise as has been effected in this metal, and hence the tone of the

This week the Glasgow warrant market has assumed a quiet aspect, and busi- 
ness has mostly been done at falling prices, At the opening on Monday there 
was a rapid fall from 52s. to 51s,, but on Tuesday a fair business was done up to 
Sls. 3d., when the tone again became flat, and the price quickly receded to 
90s. 1ld., and at the close buyers would not pay more than 50s. 10'%d. On Wead- 
nesday the market continued to recede, and transactions were recorded betwixt 
50s. 10d. and 50s. 6d., the latter price being the best that buyers would pay at 
the close. Yesterday being a Glasgow holiday, there was no market; but 
to-day the market has been again easier, and closes at 50s. 3d. to 50s. 6d. cash, The 
foreign and coastwise shipments last week were only 8708 tons, against 11,195 
tons for the same week of last year, or a decrease of 2488 tons,and which makes 
the total shipments for the whole of this year 461,661 tons, against 561,892 tons 
for the same time of last year, and 449,093 tons in 1879. The number of furnaces 
now in blast remains at 105, and the public stock has been increased by 4404 
tons, now amounting to no less than 600,457 tons, against 596,053 tons last week, 
The imports of Middlesborough pig-iron into Grengemouth last week were 9123 
tons, against 1,330 tons for the same week of last year, or an increase of 793 tons, 
and which makes the total increase for the whole of this year, compared with last, 
42,529 tons, The Cleveland market after opening firm became somewhat flatter, as 
prices from Scotland were reported lower, and business has been done in No, 3 
at about 42s. 9d., and in forge 41s. 4d. The shipments last week were rather less 
than of late, amounting only to about 710,600 tons. In Messrs. Connal and Co, 
stores the stock is said to have been reduced by 905 tons, now amounting to 
181,682 tons. 

The recent strikes in this district have been brought to a close, and the fur- 
nace men are reported to be again regularly occupied. For manufactured the 
market is firm’.; Plates rule at 6/. 10s., ordinary bars and angles at 6/., and pud- 
dled bars at 4/. per ton. The Wolverhampton market is reported as very firm, 
and makers and manufacturers have shown no great disposition to take fresh 
orders. Best sheets continue to be upheld, and are strong at the rise of 20s. per 
ton, while it is said that supplies of galvanised sheets and hoops have a difficulty 
in meeting the demand. Spring Vale pigs are 2s, 6d. dearer, second qualities 
being quoted at 57s. 6d. Derbyshire pigs rule at 54s. to 55s., and Thorncliffe at 
60s. Upon the Birmingham market business is brisk, and considerable orders 
for all classes of iron have been placed, the advanced rates forming no check to 
business whatever. Sellers of marked iron are especially firm, and a further rise 
is anticipated, owing to the numerous orders continually being received, while 
common bars are not procurable under 61, 2s. 6d. The Sheffield trade is said to 
continue in a healthy state, and quotations are upheld for all descriptions of 
bars, rods,and hoops. There is considerable activity at the several plate mills, 
while an extensive demand is reported for all kinds of railway material, There 
is no fresh feature to report from the Welsh districts, the demand being suffi- 
ciently large to give increased firmness to prices. 

Accoeding to advices from New York fof ithe 14th inst., the American market 
is stated as being strong, and prices have taken a decided upward tendency. 
No. 1Gartsherrie and Glengarnock are now quoted at $25, Coltness at $26°50, and 
Eglinton at $23°50. Scrap iron rules at $28°50, and old rails at 21 less. Cleve- 
land pigs are offering at $20, and hematites at $25. Advices from Sydney report 
that the upward tendency of the market here has had a similur influence upon 
the Australian trade, although in many instances buyers there are somewhat in- 
clined to hold off the market in the hope that prices ere long may become easier. 
There is a good demand for galvanised iron, and an advance of 12s. 6d. has been 
realised, making the present price 22/. 153, ex duty. Transactions in fencing 
wire are also said to be large, and prices have advanced 10s., the present quota- 
tion deing 14/., ex duty for No. 8 gauge. 

T1N.—There is still a very large number of transactions being car: 
ried through in this metal, and at variable prices, according to prompt. 
Prices have now attained such an enhanced figure that many ope- 
rators are beginning to deem it venturesome to continue purchasing, 
although, on the other hand, the good deliveries and the reduced 
stocks, as seen by the few last statistics, combined also with a somewhat limited 
supply, seems to create an opinion amongst some of the trade to warrant even 
still better prices, Under these circumstances business for forward account is not 
very large, transactions being more especially for sharp cash prompts. Opera- 
tors prefer doing business in this manner, not only on account of it enabling 
them to turn their tin over sharply, but also because it is the ordinary way in 
which consumers give out their orders, so that there is the opportunity of dis- 
posing of their tin in this way, even if other operators should be unwilling to 
relieve them of their stocks. .

OUR COAL ABROAD. 


Our coal shipments continue to increase. The expression “ coal” 
comprises, it should be observed, coke, cinders, and pa‘ent fuel ; in 
a word, what the French term combustible. 
September amounted to 1,873,916 tons, as compared with 1,688,606 
tons in September, 1880, and 1,529,287 tons in September, 1879. To 
these totals we must add the shipments of coal made for the use of 
steamers engaged in foreign trade, which amounted in September 
this year to 451,589 tons, as compared with 460,710 tons in Sep- 
tember, 1880, and 414,218 tons in September, 1879. 
another coal accordingly left our shores in September this year to 
the extent of 2,825,505 tons, as compared with 2,149,316 tons in Sep- 
tember, 1880, and 1,943,505 tons in September, 1879. France sus- 
tained the largest share in the shipments of September, having taken 
285,003 tons. Russia ranks second with 259,928 tons, Germany third 
with 218,318 tons, and Italy fourth with 158,839 tons. 
come to deal with the shipments for the first nine months of this year 
we arrive at an ag rregate of 14,474,197 tons, against 14,022,720 tons 
in the corresponding period of 1880, and 12,260,839 tons in the cor- 
responding period of 1879. To these totals we must add again the 
direct shipments made for the use of steamers engaged in foreign 
trade, which come out at 3,892,731 tons for the first nine months of 
this year, against 3,620,642 tons in the corresponding period of 1880, 
and 3,271,759 tons in the corresponding period of 1879. When we 
combine together the direct shipments with the shipments made for 
the use of steamers for the first nine months of the last three years 
we arrive at the following results:—1881, 18,366,928 tons; 1880, 
17,643,262 tons ; 1879, 15,532,598 tons. If we add another third to the 
total for this year for the probable shipments of the last three months 
of 1881 we shall arrive at a probable aggregate of 24,489,237 tons. 

To those familiar with the past history of our coal trade this must 
appear, as indeed it is, a very great advance, as in 1871 the corre- 
sponding exports did not exceed 12,747,987 tons.

THE ECONOMY OF WIND POWER. 

The relative advantages of wind, water, and steam as motive 
powers compared with each other are fully discussed, and a descrip- 
tion of the motors the best suited for utilising them is given in an 
interesting pamphlet by Mr. Samuel B. Goslin, Co-operator’s Prize 
Medallist at the Vienna Exhibition of 1873, the second edition of 
which has just been issued by Messrs. John Warner and Sons, of the 
Crescent Foundry, Cripplegate. Assteam may be applied for all pur- 
poses, and water is so much the more regular in most cases where it 
is or has been employed, it may, Mr. Goslin remarks, appear absurd 
to some that the project of wind power should ever again be pro- 
posed, Nevertheless, it can be fairly asserted that there are many 
circumstances under which wind power can hold its place against its 
rivals; where with proper designed motors to work, aud with little 
other attention than oiling, vast effects may be produced, and im- 
mense social comforts secured. If wind, he continues, be taken into 
comparison with steam as a power, at the very outset the former 
claims that there is no need of fuel, and nothing on that account of 
its cost of working. Again, it claims that it cannot fail from a want 
of water, or that the water near to the site of working is dirty, bad, 
corrosive, or brackish to spoil its boilers or cause a stoppage of the 
works for a blow-out, scraping, or chipping. It can now as in days 


| gone by, when men were far from the present skill and enlighten- 


ment as found in Europe, be utilised for draining, irrigating, grind- 
ing, and many other purposes where the introduction of steam would 
be a decided waste of money for fuel, and the working of an im- 
mense cost by European or other skilled drivers. 

It appears that at the Faversham Waterworks their 15-horse power 
windmill raised 21,000,000 gallons of water in 10 months from a 
depth of 109 ft. between the bottom of the suction pipe and the re- 
servoir. The inhabitants are supplied with 130,000 to 140,000 gallons 
every 24 hours, and it is rarely that the mill stands entirely still for 
two consecutive days. When a stiff breeze blows 10,000 gallons per 
hour is pumped into the reservoir with ease, whilst it takes exactly 
10 lbs. of coal for every 1000 gallons raised by their steam engine. 
It is suggested that this fact and these statistics should be applied to 
the diamond fields of South Africa, where the transport of coal is

Although Borneo, New Zealand, and Nova Scotia may possess great 
coal wealth it requires a good deal of energy and perseverance, coupled 
with an abundant supply of labour and capital to turn it to profit- 
able account, and this abundant supply of labour and capital can- 
not be brought to bear in a day. We believe, however, that the 
time is not far distant when the working of coal in Canada and New 
Zealand will be taken in hand in earnest. Population is accumu- 
lating in each of those great dependencies, and English capital is also 
going freely into them,-—at any rate more freely than at any former 
period, We are using up our coal very freely at home, and our coal 
exports are also increasing. It certainly appears to us, then, to be 
very desirable that more sustained efforts should be made to turn our 
colonial coal to good account. 





MINERS’ CONFERENCE ON THE SLIDING SCALE. 

On Wednesday, as arranged in April last, a National Sliding Scale 
Conference of miners’ delegates wascommenced at Birmingham. Pre- 
vious to the conference a mantfesto was addressed to the miners of 
the United Kingdom on the subject by Mr. CRAWForD, who evidenty 
thinks that the present system of obtaining the price at which coal 
is sold, which is by a reference to the books of the colliery owners, 
is unsatisfactory. The representatives of the miners, he states, in- 
cline to the opinion that the open market is the best indicator, and 
at the same time the most satisfactory way of obtaining the price of 
coal as a basis for fixing the rate of wages. We are not aware of 
there being many open markets such as Mr. CRAWFORD seems to in- 
dicate. With a pretty good knowledge of the coal trade we know 
of only one open market in the country, and that, indeed, is only 
so far as seaborne coal is concerned. London is the only place where 
the price of coal sold on board ship is given daily, and the price at 
which both it and inland coal are sold to consumers by merchants 
is advertised in the papers. But what is charged by merchants does 
not show what they pay for it to the colliery owners, and the latter 
have no voice in the tixing of the prices that the consumers have to 
pay. Indeed, London is about the only place where coal is sent to 
without being ordered, and it frequently has to be sold to the mer- 
chants and dealers without any profit, so as to prevent demurrage 
charges and the keeping of the pits standing; for if the wagons are 
not returned in reasonable time to a colliery the work has to stopped 
in consequence. Coalsent by railway to other places except London 
has to be ordered by parties requiring it, so that there is no market 
and price that can be quoted, for colliery owners do not charge alike; 


besides which there is a difference in the carriaze rate from various 


districts. It is, therefore, evident that there are no open markets from 

which prices can be obtained, and the only means to obtain the in- 

formation as to the price is by means of the books of the sellers. 
But there is another point that Mr. CRawForD has overlooked in

THE AMERICAN TIN TRADE-—STATISTICS OF TIN, 


Sept. 1.—Stock in all hands, New York, Boston, and Phila-

10s 
The Eastern markets, too, have felt the great competition of Ching 
and India orders with those from America and Europe, prices steadily 
advancing at Singapore to $29}, and at Penang to $293 per picul, the 
equivaleut of about 22c. per lb. laid down here. In my last circular, of 
Sept. 1, I took the liberty to point out that certain large operations 
in tin had been undertaken during August, based upon the knowledge 
that the present consumption of the world had by far exceeded its 
production. Those views have now been completely confirmed by 
cable advices from the other side, giving the deliveries from London 
varehouses for the past month at the enormous figures of 1575 tons 
and from Holland as 750 tons, or a total of 2525 tons; adding to this 
the combined deliveries for the months of August and July, which 
amounted to respectively 2025 tons and 2200 tons, we find Europe 
absorbing 6800 tons in the three months, or at the rate of 28,000 tons 
perannum. In looking at this extraordinary development in the 
European consumption we can come to no other conclusion but that 
the centre of gravity, which during the last two years has lain in the 
United States, has suddenly b-en transferred again to the European 
markets, and more than ever before to the London Metal Exchange, 
where a few powerful houses have taken the control of the article in 
their hands ; the great reduction in the actual stocks of nearly 2009 
tons since July 1, and the scarcity and consequent high price of lamb 
and flag—102/. per ton—has greatly facilitated their well planned 
operations. It becomes, therefore, a vital question to our importers 
and dealers how and where to provide in the future our necessary 
supplies in competition with Great Britain, where spot prices at pre- 
sent are ona parity with ours, and where future shipments are dealt 
in at amoderate premium; at the present rate of consumption London 
alone is able and willing to absorb the whole available supplies of 
both the Straits and Australian mines, and unless we are ready to 
keen our prices slightly above theirs, and be prepared to pay likewise 
a small premium for future shipments, we may soon be left out in the 
cold altogether. Subjoined are the figures of importations and float.

THE FUTURE OF GOLD-—-bBI-METALLISM. 

That the adoption of the principle of bi-metallism and the re- 
monetisation of silver would be largely advantageous to industry 
and commerce is constantly becoming more evident, and by none 
would the benefit be more immediately felt than by the shareholders 
in silver-lead mines, who instead of being allowed something like 
half-a-crown an ounce for their silver, and losing the first few ounces 
altogether, would be able to sell their desilverised lead and send the 
silver bullion to the Royal Mint to be converted into coin for dis- 
tribution as dividends. The disadvantage of the demonetisation of 
silver has been very clearly pointed out by Mr. E. Delaveleye, of 
Brussels, who points out that at present the supply of gold is far 
from promising to be equal to the world’s necessities. The proscrip- 
tion of silver as money by German and other nations is accelerating 
the crisis. What the Economist predicted in 1871 seems to be 
rapidly proving true. Unless the annual production of gold should 
suddenly increase, the money markets of the world are likely to be 
perturbed by this bullion scarcity.” Gold and silver are precious 
because they are rare. The scarcity of gold is the chief cause of its 
value. The reason which Mr. Delaveleye gives for believing that 
gold is destined to become increasingly disproportionate in supply 
to the demand of the world’s arts and commerce are numerous, the 
first among them being that prices are now lower than in 1850, 
before the great rise caused by the discovery of the Californian and 
Australian mines. Of course it is evident that so long as gold is the 
only money, values of all kinds of commodities will rise or fall in 
proportion to its abundance or scarcity. Upon these data it is urged 
that if Mr. Delaveleye be correct in anticipating a growing scarcity 
of the precious metal, the outlook is a serious one for all classes 
except owners and lenders of gold. The scarcer the gold the higher 
its price, and the higher its price the greater the amount of agri- 
cultural or other produce required as an equivalent for a given 
amount. Asa consequence, the tendency will be for the debtor to 
become poorer, and the investor richer. 

In ancient times the East was the great source of the yellow metal. 
The golden sands of Asiastic rivers furnished the trading nations 
with a comparative abundance. During the Middle Ages these 
sources of wealth failed, notwithstanding attempts by several English 
companies to resume the ancient working. Bohemia, Silesia, Mora- 
via, the Tyrol, the Italian side of Monte Rosa, and other European 
countries have produced gold, but the only workings in Europe now 
worth mentioning are those of Schemnitz, in Hungary. Humboldt 
expected great things from New Grenada and Columbia, but the 
best Knglish methods of workings fail to obtain more than 500,000/. 
annually from these countries. The Indians used to gather gold 
from the river sands in Peru, Chili, and along the western coast of 
South America, but to-day the production is 10 or 12 times less 
than when Humboldt visitcd those countries. Africa, too, used in

AN ELEVATED RAILWAY FOR VIENNA. 

A project for constructing a circularintra-urban railway for Vienna, 
which for the last 15 months has found employment for a large staff 
of English and Austrian engineers, seems now to be in a fair way to 
overcome the opposition with which the scheme, although approved 
py the Government, has been received by a portion of the munici- 
pality of Vienna. The proposal is to make in that city a circular 
railway which, wherever it may be possible, shall be carried above 
eround on iron columns, with such improvements in the method of 
construction as may have been suggested to the engineers by their 
experience of railways of this kind already in operation in New York 
and Berlin, and one of more recent construction in Rotterdam. The 
Prong the banks of the Donan Canal, to the south-west along the

children’s playground, or devoted to other public purposes. An in- 
genious device is suggested for lighting the space beneath the station, 
by forming the vertical faces of the platforms of reflecting lenses. 
At this point, too, wharfage accommodation would be provided for 
the steamboat traffic. There would be too other large junction sta- 
tions and 16 smaller stations on the cireular railway. The roadway 
of the elevated portion of the line would be of open or gridiron 
pattern, formed of large balks of timber on which would be laid 
heavy steel rails. It is believed that by adopting this method of con- 
struction the noise from the passing trains would be reduced to 
theminimum. This part of the line would be carried at an average 
height of 16 ft. to 18 ft. from the ground on cast-iron columns of 
ll in, diameter, placed in clusters of three. They would be bound 
together in the centre and connected at the cap and base in sucha 
way as to render the use of lugs unnecessary —a point to which atten- 
tion was specially directed by the Tay Bridge catastrophe. These 
groups of columns would be 60 ft. to 80 ft. apart, the lattice-girders 
on which the roadway would be borne being surmounted by a light 
ornamental railing. The width of the elevated portion is designed 
tobe 28 ft. overall. The principal streets be would crossed by arched 
ornamental bridges. For 70,000 tons of the iron-work which would 
be required, the custom duties being practically prohibitory of its im- 
portation, a provisional contract has already been made with the 
Witkowitz Iron Company of Austria, represented by Messrs. Roth- 
schild and Guttman, of Vienna. The locomotives, weighing 25 tons 
would be of the kind introduced by Messrs. Lamme and Francq— 
fireless, and charged{with steam from stationary boilers, The cost 
ot carrying out the schemes is estimated at from four to five millions 
sterling. The population of Vienna and its suburbs, according to 
late returas, is 1,400,000.

| working or granting licences for working the same. Satisfactory 
| experimental trials of the machine have already taken place at the

CoAL IN RusstA.—The distinguished Russian geologist Professor 
G. de Helmersen has prepared an elaborate report upon the coal- 
fields of Russia, from which it appears that the annual output of 
coal in the empire, though larger than it has ever been before, is 
| estimated at only 200,000,000 of puds—the pud being equal to about 
36 lbs. The discovery, however, that the mines at Kamenskoe, which 
were only lately declared to be exhausted, are in fact the starting 
point of a vast region rich in coal veins, and traversed by the Sibe- 
rian railway, is expected to produce very important results. At pre- 
sent, as we learn from this authority, Russian coal is only used on 
8000 versts of railway lines, or little more than one-third of the rail- 
ways of Russia. It is added that certain lines use English coal, which

The prospects of railway development “ down West” continue to 
enlarge and brighten. Bodmin, after many years of hope deferred, 
seems secure at last. The Great Western Company, stirred into un- 
wonted activity by the attitude of the South Western, will make the 
line if the landowners will give the Jand. This Lord Robartes, the 
chief, has at once announced his readiness to do, and the Corpora- 
tion of Bodmin will follow suit. No difficulty is apprehended in 
others quarters, and there are already in existence excellent plans 
prepared by Mr. Dennis, which he has placed at the disposal of the 
scheme for the benefit of his native town. In Devon a new railway 
is projected from Kingsbridge, which we presume is to be placed on 
the South Hams line, but which itself is still “out in the cold,” to 
Salcombe, and under decidedly encouraging auspices. 

Meanwhile the capabilities of other modes of conveyance are 
steadily being developed. For some time a traction engine has, as 
our readers are aware, been at work in the St. Austell district, in 
spite of considerable opposition and prejudice. Until very recently 
this engine was almost wholly employed in connection with clay 
| works, either in hauling burden at the works or carrying clay to the 
port of Charlestown and returning with coal. The other day the 
engine was deroted to a new purpose. It drew a large cylinder 
|from Par to Old Shepherds Mine, a distance of about 28 miles. The 
| load which the engine hauled, including the boiler truck used, was

6d. per 
ton. The experiment made by the Marquis of Londonderry to sell 
coal direct to the consumers in London from his own wharf is un- 
derstood to have so far proved very successful, and his example will 
be followed by the Earl of Durham and other large colliery owners 
on the Tyne and Wear. It is expected that this movement will 
greatly improve this branch of trade, and confer great benefits on 
the colliery proprictors, and also ultimately on the coal mines in the 
district, as if the masters can by this means secure fair profits on the 
sale of the coals they will be ina position to pay better wages in 
the end to the men. The emigration movement continues in full 
force here. Numbers of miners with their families leave weekly. 
The bulk of them are bound for the American continent, but some 
go to Australia and New Zealand.
